surface of European politic* which place io 
danger the peace of the world. 
What they 


are we cannot at this distance accurately 
determine. 
But whatever they may be; 


and from whatever cause they proceed, or to 
whatever end they are directed, they excita 
lively alarm in every European nation 
whoso interests require tranquility for their 
development. 


An evil timo is at hand when natinni 


jealously require of each other a reason 
for supposed or real activity in their naval 
armaments, or in the enrolling of tbeit 
military forces. That peace does not long 
endure which is suspected even as being a 
time of preparation for war. 
There mast 


be » deep-rooted jealousy, gradually deep- 
ening into hate, when suspicions of falsa 
dealing are perpetually indulged in—and 
not only indulged in, but openly expressed. 
Such mutual excitations of public feeling 
only fail to break out into acts of violence 
because the rulern stay to count ihe coit of 
their resentments. 


It is not worth while to detain the rea- 


der with a brief sketch even of the causei 
that seem to have estranged France from 
England. 
The alliance against Russia 


originally possessed elements of ttrengtb, 
which promised a continuance of friendly 
offices long after tbe immediate occasion of 
tho league had passed away. But yet ia 
that very struggle there were sown th* 
seeds of discord. The superiority of the 
English marine and the greater nutaborand 
efficiency of the French armies, offered 
points of contrast which observant or im- 
prudent men wore but too prone to com< 
meet upon. 
Nations, like nien, have their 


petty jealousies, and are eveu iesa apt to re- 
frain from their exhibition. It is mor« 
tban probable thai among th* festive loav*- 
takings at the close of the Crimean cam- 
paign there wns a bitterness of feeling en- 
tertained by the allies towards each other 
which did not exist on cither part toward 
men whom they had so recently fought in 
the trenches around Sobastopol. 
Nor has 


there been any more restrained temper 
since that memorable siege was raited. No 
more restrained temper, we say,—and that 
temper has scarcely been justified in its 
expression. 


There are some who believe tbat a strug- 


gle between England and France will add 
to the sum of our material prosperity. W« 
have no desire tbat our growth should be 
promoted by the blood of other nations.— 
Neither one people or tbe other comet be- 
tween us and the sun. Neither one nor 
the other, on tbe contrary, can advance a 
step in arts, science or literature without 
carrying us onward in a parallel path. Our 
truest interest ia, not in their downfall, 
but in their vigor and strength. 


The Chinese in Cali/omia.-—fhe Cali-
